Geooge 0. Perkins, ei-govoruor and 


present United States senator for Cali- 
fornia, addressed au audience at tho 
Barton opera house last night which, 
alike in numbers und in representation 
of the best claaa of Fresno county's citi- 
KOnship, wag second to none that have 
greeted distinguished candidates and 
orators of all political parties in the 
building. 


Dr. Rowell as chairman of the meet- 


ing, expressed regret for the absence of 
Hon. S. M. Shortridge who was also to 
have addressed the meeting. He ex- 
plained that it had only been found at 
the last moment that extensive prepara- 
tionB had been made at Oakland for an 
address by Mr. Shortridge and that gen- 
tleman had felt reluctant to disappoint 
thu people of Oakland under the cir- 
cumstances. Dr. Rowell concluded by 
calling on Dr. A. J. Pedlar, nominee for 
state senator, to take up part of the tiiu o 
of the meeting. 


Dr. Pedlar referred to the pride which 


all must feel in seeing atnong them tlie 
man whom thu next legislature should 
Bend hack to represent California in the 
tlie United .States senate. [Apphiuee.] 
After speaking of his own experiences 
in a campaign of 1200 miles in thia 
county, Dr. Pedlar confesaed he waa im- 
uhle to BOO any merit in tlie fnmuciiil 
chimera of tho Populist orators, and 
Baid it ia not more -jnoney that is needed 
in this country, hut a higher type of 
American manhood. 


Dr. Kowell introduced Senator Per- 


kins with tho following remarks: "I 
am about to introduce to this meeting a 
man who caino to California as a sailor 
hoy; then became a miner, then a mcr- 
cbaut, then ti member of the upper 
house in tlie state legislature, eovernor 
of tho elate, distinguished iu commer- 
cial life, generous in all public enter- 
prises, generous to u fault to all in dis- 
tress; afterwards and now representing 
our glorious state in the senate of the 
United SUitoa, yot never forgetting he 
is one of the people. Such IB the gen- 
tleman we have with ua tonight, and 
whom I now introduce to you. [Ap- 
plause.] 
Senator Perkins came forwaid amid 


chcere. lie captured the sympathy of 
his audience from the start, talking to 
men of all parties in a good humored, 
common sense way, equally free from 
rhetorical cantand vulgar buffoonery. 


In the course of his remarks Mr. Per- 


khie.aUer acknowledging tho cordiality 
of his reception, Baid: '^t is a pleasure 
to meet the representative citizens of 
Fresnothis evening. Thisspleudid city 
your beautiful homua with yards full ol 
shrubbery, speaks in language more 
abundant than words of the high elm 
ncler, patriotism and culture of tho peo- 
ple ot this community.

(ionics of the state constitute the bul- 
wark of patriotism and liberty. It ii 
to them wo must look for proUictioi 
against raids on the treasury from San 
Francisco ami the great cities.

The Senator paused a moment to refe 


to the Inrno number of ladies in the au 
dience, and declared himself in favor o 
woman voting if she wanted to. II 
went on to meet the Democratic charge 
of extravagance in the state govornmen 
and prouonced himself strongly oppose 
to any scheme of retrenchment that an 
periled the public schools. [Applause.]

the (lag waving over it," said the Sena 
tor, "this republic will never fail froi 
the enrth."

that some of his host friends were Demo 
crats, and, us individuate, Democrat 
were frequently very line, nice men, hi 
when they got togother and formed 
party they became demoralised, win!

He sternly rebuked the administrate 
for the repeal of tlie purchasing claus 
of the Sherman act, and contended tm 
it had not in tho least ('.eyree brougl 
back prosperity t» the people. 


Said Mr. Perkins:

voteaof passing, to the effect that nu 
OHO who took to a mint in the Unite 
States a bar of silver from any mine tin 
produced it in the United States, shoul 
have it coined at the mint, less a sma 
seigniorage, at tho rate of 16 to 1, ^ 
and should be given therefor Ameri- 
can dollars or the denominational part 
thereof. It seems to me that this was 
an American policy. It waa providing 
for silver we were producing from our 
own mines in the territories and states 
of this Union. 1 also offered an amend- 
ment tkat all paper money under $;> bo 
withdrawn from circulation and no more 


Tho senator ridiculed the Populist 


printing-press i.iea of making the peo- 
ple's money, and said the result would 
be the production of an era of Conti- 
nental and Confederate scrip. 


•Ifo censured the measure which placed 


wool on the free Hat and brought the 
owners of tho 10,000 cattle and o»,000 
sheen in Fresnj county in disastrous 
competition with tho farmers of the Ar- 
Etsntino Republic and Australia, who 
pav a penny an acre rent for their land,

"Turning* to the lumber industry of the 
county Mr. Perkins showed how the 
product of the pine foresta ia *c«*«d 
in value a thousand fold as it pasaffl 
from tho log to the finished product of 
tho joiner's skill, and aaid that it all re- 
89lved itnlf into a question ot protecl 
Ing tho American mechanic.

itution, the wisdom of which he will 


called upon to decide. Preceding 


ectione, however, have shown that 
oters are disposed to disregard this 
»ry important part of their dutv UB cit> 
ns. Whenever u change in the state 
'iistitution is sought, and two-thirds of 
jth houses of tho legislature agree 
ion the proposed change, the w-oposi- 
011 is then submitted to the people. If 
majority of the votes cast are ill favor 
it the proposed auieudinenL becomes 
law, In deciding upon them it is nec- 
seary to know in what particular they 
re Koing to amend tbe law already ex- 
ting. 
As tho law now stands, no idiot, m- 
,ne person, no native of China, and no' 
onvicted 
criminal can vote. 
The 


iiiendineut adds to this list every per- 
on who cannot read the constitution in 
ngliah, nor write bin name. It does 
ot apply, however to persons preveiit- 
d from so doing by reason of some 
hyeical disability, as blindness; nor 
o persons who already have the right 
o vote, nor those over sixty years of 
Be. It may be proper to add that the 
Treaty of Queretero spoken of iu this 
mcndment is tbe treaty between the 
Jnited States and Mexico, which closed 
he Mexican war and gave Mexican resi- 
eiite in California the privilege of be- 
aming American citizens if they choose. 
Educational qualifications for voters ul- 
eady exist in several states. It would 
30 an incentive to education, and should 
eceive tho support of all foes of igno- 
ince. 
Amendment No. 2 differs from the ex-
